vp and downe the Countrey for them. 
with mcre trouble,ar:d at dearer rates 
in ſexerall places : ſo ts it by theſe 
and benefite of thts Office, which as a 
publique Market, 1s ſolely m his 
Maiehies puwer to author:ſe and 
priuledpe. 

Secondly this publighe Market is 
a place which all men may eaſily finde 
ous and frecly repaire vnto,for ſpeedy 
weanes of belpe vpoi any extremity 


of 


of ſor feitures of bondes or counter- 
bonds , or danger of morgapges of 
landes or goods by breach of dyes, 
when they jo not ſuddenly where 
to proud themſelues of moneyes up- 
pon good ſecurity ; for that every man 
C e/perially thoſe that dwell in remote 
[heres 1s not acquainted with a Bro- 
er , nor knowes aſſuredly where to 
Ka one to ſerue his turne vpn ſuch 
vrgent cccaſion,or if he doe., it will be 
at adeare rate:which def«& this Res 
giſter ſhall be able to ſupply with very 
conſcionable and moderate confidera-

extraordinarie things , which are but 
ew mens monies, and the. ownens 
themſelurs would gladly vent if they 
new how,but lie concealed or in effeft 
oft in the ſale, becauſe that druers 0- 
thers, which would as willingly buy 
ſuch at valuable prices, know not how . 
or where to-recouer them. . But here- 
in it is to be vnder/tood that no com- 
modiries of baſe qualitie or inferiour 
values ſhall be entred into this Regi- 
 fter , but ſuch as the Officers ſhall 
thinke fit to be dealt in, without diſ- 
paragement of the place.

Befides,tt often falleth out that men 
vponextremity are driven to pate 
| things of good value for ſmalſummes, 
to ſeruc their turnes with monies, vn- 
ull they can ſell them outright, wher - 
em they vſe the means of Scrinene)'s or 
Brokers , in whe hands they leaue 

the ſaid pawnes, ſetting very reaſona- 

ble prices on them , allowing alſo a 
| reward : and yet notwithſlanding it i” 
| often ſcene and ſpoken of , that many 
| Scriueners or Brokers, to whom ſuch 
things haue beene committed in truſt, 
would neuer vent them at the owners 
prices, except they might make 4- 
greater ſurpluſage to themſelues then 
the rate limited. And by that meanes 
many haue beene kept in want of ſuch 
reliefe,as their owne goods would af- 


E foord 
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foord them»; whereby at laſt their 

awnes haue eaten themſelues out in 
vſur.y, or at leaſt bane beene ſolde to 
great loſſe,the owners wanting means 
to redeeme them : to which prieuance 
thu publique Regiſter may yeelde a 
comfortable remedy. 


Aoreoner , whereas many conſcio- 
nable men would willingly expoſe 
their monies for eight or nine inthe 
hundred, but cannot make it knowne, 
and therefore doe put their ſlockes in - 
to the hand of Brokers or Scrineners 
to imploy for them: ſo it is, that thoſe 
Brokers doe for the moſt part take 
tenin the hundred for thoſe monies 
which the owners doe affoord at 4. 
cheaper hand ;thereby wronging both

lender and borrower : which inconue- 
nience this publique Regiiter would 
eaſily remedy , by giumg all men ſafe 
and ready meanes to expoſe their own 
monies ; beſ1des the aſſuranceneuer to 
be deceined in their truſt , which now 
many tmes happens when Brokers 
or Scriueners do chance to fall banck- 
rout.

ſome ſafe and ſpeedy meanes of dire-
